The  Old  Bloomfield  Academy. 

Speakiug  of  Dr.  Fuster'a  obituary 
notice  in  The  Record,  one  of  our 
readers  expresses  the  opinion  that  few 
of  the  preeeut  generation  understand 
the  reference  there  mvle  to  “The 
Acadero^.”  There  are  very  few,  if 
r.nfyr,  in  town  or  elsewhere,  whore- 
member  Franklin  Sherrill's  work  as 
principal  of  that  school.  ,  There  are, 
however,  some  who  remember  with 
gratitude  the  influence  exerted  not 
only  on  the  bo^rs  of  the  village,  but  on 
all  the  people,  by  that  gentlemanly 
scholar  and  inspiring  teacher,  William 
K.  Macdonald.  His  successor,  Rev. 
David  A.  Frame  gatheVid  around  him 
an  admiring  body  of  teachers  and 
pupils,  many  of  whom  still  live  to 
hand  down  To  others  those  graud  in¬ 
fluences  which  have  ennobled  their 
own  lives. 

The  memory  of  our  late  highly  re¬ 
spected  citizen,  Mr.  James  H.  Run- 
dell,  is  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  our 
people  His  school,  the  last  which 
bore  the  name  o /  “The  Academy,” 
was  for  many  years  well  known  in 
New  York  City  and  its  enviroua  for 
the  thorough  intellectual  and  manly 
education  it  furnished.  It  would 
seem  a  grateful  work  for  some  sur¬ 
vivor  of  the  earlier  days  to  write  a 
history  of  this  Alma  Mater.

The  formation  of  a  joint  stock  company 
with  a  capital  of.  say,  $‘200,000,  divided 
into  40,000  share*  of  par  value  of  $o  «acb. 
Theetpital  to  be  nosed  by  popular  sub¬ 
scriptions  f ruin  the  citizens  of  lilooinflejd ; 
thns  practically  making  it  municipal  owner¬ 
ship  without  any  political  machinery 
The  Company  to  be  governed  by  a  board  of 
directors  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
stockholders.  Each  share  of  stock  issued  to 
have  one  vote. 

The  By-laws  or  other  proper  documents  to 
contain  substantially  t^e  following  clauees 
and  conditions : 

1st,  No  individual ,  stock  holder  shall 
hold  more  than  $o000  Worth  of  stock  of  the 
Company.  The  idea  us  to  have  the  taxpay¬ 
ers  generally  hold  the  stock  and  to  prevent 
it  getting  into  the  hands  of  htouopolists 

2  1.  The  town* Lip  to  have  the  opium  of 
purchasing  the  whole  plant  at  any  time 
withiu  five  yean  at  actual  oust,  pins  6  per 
cent  per  annum  on  stock  issues,  and  the 
stock  of  th*  Comjiauy,  in  case  of  purchase 
by  the  town,  £r*y  be  exchanged  at  par  for 
township  bonds  or  need  to  pay  taxes  or 
other  indebtedness  to  the  township.

That  both  Light  and  Water  be  furnished 
to  the  town  and  private  consumers  at  say 
10  per  cent  over  cost,  bat  in  th*  east  shall 
be  allowed  6  per  cent  interest  to  stockhol¬ 
ders.  ami  that  connection*  to  private  houses 
be  on  th«  same  basis.  That  the  township 
shall  only  j>sy  for  Water  and  Light  actually 
Oftti.
